SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

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To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Steuben: 

I herewith submit for your consideration my fifteenth an- 
nual report of the schools of your town. 

It is often said, and truthfully, that long school reports of 
this nature are seldom read and are, therefore, of little 
value. It is important, however, that such a report should 
give a detailed account of all resources and expenditures, 
also an estimate of the funds needed for the ensuing year. 

During these trying times of industrial decline and 
especially at this time of year, our minds are apt to be turn- 
ed from some of the activities of the community which de- 
serve our most careful consideration to money matters en- 
tirely. At the annual town meeting, the question of reducing 
appropriations is fully aired and because of the large amount 
which is rightfully and necessarily has to be spent for edu- 
cation, that is the department which usually gets more 
than its share of the cuts. 

Summarized briefly the financial standing of your school 
department is as follows: The amount available for 
both elementary and high schools during the fiscal year 
1936-37 was $5,551.50 which is $505.94 less than the year 
previous. Of the amount available this year, there has been 
paid out for teachers’ wages, janitorial service, wood clean- 
ing and conveyance costs the sum of $5,296.50. In addition 
to the costs enumerated above an overdraft of $208.26 from 
last year’s account was taken care of, leaving an unexpended 
balance of $46.74. 

As a result of the reduction in school appropriations the 
equalization fund from the State fell this to $74.00 

This year the town received the sum of $150.00 from the 
State for the purchase of seats and desks for the Dyer’s 
Bay school. These seats have been received and will soon 
be installed. 

The repairs account shows an unexpended balance of 
$46.90, the total expenditure of this account being $169.01 
The principal items of expense in this account were for 
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painting the interior walls and ceiling of the grammar 
school and for shingling the Pinkham’s Bay building. 

In the text book and supplies account there is an un- 
expended balance of $47.88. The balance due on the seats 
recently purchased and the amount of one outstanding 
bill for supplies will absorb this balance. 

Following is a detailed account of the resources and dis-. 
bursements in all accounts and a budget showing the es- 
timated resources and disburseemnts for the ensuing year 
and the recommended appropriations. The recommended 
appropriations which were ‘authorized by unanimous vote 
of the superintending school committee at a recent meeting 
provide for an increase of $2.00 per week in the salaries of 
all teachers, the increase to become effective in Sept. 1937. 
The elementary teachers are all receiving $11.00 per week 
at present, the high principal is receiving $23.00 per week 
and the assistant $16.50.

The average yearly salary of elementary teachers in Maine 
is $804.00 and for high school teachers it is $1388.00. In 
Steuben the average yearly salary for elementary teachers 
is $352.00 or $552, below the average and for the high school 
teachers the average is $711.00 or $677.00 below the average. 
In spite of the low salaries the work of the teachers has 
been of high order and on the whole shows a marked im- 
provement over a year ago and I want to pay my respect 
and praise to the teachers of Steuben for the heroic loyalty 
and uncomplaining fidelity with which they have stayed 
by their tasks, regardless of how great the deficiencies in 
in their salaries have been and despite the delays in the 
treasury of the town in meeting the monthly salary pay- 
ments. 

I pray that in this bewildered world and in the face of 
this undesirable and unnecessary condition, that the teach-- 
ers of these poor towns will be given the strength, determina- 
tion and the courage to bear that part of the burden that 
is inescapably theirs. 

In conclusion I want to again thank the teachers, the 
citizens, and the superintending school committee for their 
cooperation and help during the past year.
